One oi tlie mart curious railroads 


n tlie world ia a ten-inch gaage 
road running from North Billerica, 
Miss., to Bedford. It ma first hoot- 
ed at by the people, but wan com- 
pleted, making a length of about 
^ miles. There are eleven bridges. 
Tlie rails weigh 25 pounds to the 
yard. One grade is 155 feet. The 
cars and engines are constructed so 
as to be very near the ground, giv- 
ing them greater safety. The cars 
have an aisle with one seat on each 
side, in the same manner as ordina- 
ry cars have two seats. The cars 
weigh but four and a half tons, or- 
dinary cars weighing on an average 
eighteen tonb. Trains run at the 
rate of twenty miles an hoar with 
jierfect safety. The engine is placed 
behind the tender, giving it greater 
adhcbion to the track. They weigh 
eight tons, aud draw two passenger 
and two freight cars. The cost ot 
the road \\as about $4,500 per mile.
